A ST. PATRICK’S DAY 
IMPRESSION 


By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


66 OW,”’ said my informant, “you are | 
N sitting on the top of a little talking 
mountain. The Hill of Tara has 
spoken to the world for over fifteen hundred 
years, and will continue to do so tor hundreds 
more,’”” 

We were seated on the chair of St. 
Adamanans, beside the parish church, and 
a few yards from the spot where, it 13s 
believed, St. Patrick had his momentous 
interview with the High King of Lara. For 
half an hour we had squeezed our way 
through shin-prickling gorse and wayward 
bushes, whose buds were bursting in the 
spring warmth. Behind us lay an overturned 
wall of cemented stone, which once had been 
the gable of the Norman Church, built on 
the site of that erected by the Saint when 
he carried out his mission among the people 
of Meath. The sun was shining cn the hittle 
church, around which I saw a bee fly. . 
fat chicken struggled through the hedge, and. 
cocking its head sideways, saw the intruders, 
and fluttered awav again. Such is Tara Hull 
to-day, 
From the churchvard we went to inspect 
the site of the Ardrigh’s ruins. We saw a 
series of green mounds, with here and there | 
notices marking ‘the banqueting hall, | 
Cormac’s house, the former site of the Lia 
Fail stone, and the grave ot the hostages 
There is no trace of a buiiding. Over the 
mounds sheep graze. At first we were the 
only people there, but in a little while others 
came in motor cars, and soon the grassy 
piles were scaled by groups of men and 
women 


THE LITTLE CHURCH 


We heard the soft tones of the church bell. 


wicket-gate and into the churchyard again. | 
The church is a small rough-walled building, | 
in trees, where the crows 
roost. It was rebuilt in 1822. but retains 
all the charm of an old world building. 
There is no attempt at fine architecture. It 
is a square block about thirty yards by 
twentv, with a low, tapering spire. At one 
end there are the remains of an old tracery 
window, which. with the exception of a mura! 
tablet, is all that remains of the Norman 
church. 

The choir, which consisted of four young 
women, was singing Bishop Heber’s hymn, 
“Holy, Holy, Holy,’’ as we entered the 
church. The sun was stealing through the 
windows and was lighting up the unplastered 
walls and flagged, uneven floor. There was 
a smell of freshly-cut pine wood, exuding 
probably from the beams on the roof, which 
recently has been repaired, The congregation 
consisted of about forty people. Most of 
them were from the neighbourhood, but some 
had travelled from other places. At one side

sat a man with white hair, who with the 
aid of a stick had come to hear the Service. 
On the opposite side was Sir Robert Dillon, 
the young descendant of Robert Dillon, of 
Everston, Knight in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, in whose memory a tablet in 
ancient Latin script is set in the wall.

As his pleasant voice filled the 
ittle building one could hear from outside 
the piping of blackbirds and thrushes, the 
singing of a robin, and the lowing of calves 
down in the valley below. 


THE SAINT 


When the choir had sung ‘St. Patrick's 
Breastplate’’ Mr Benson gave his sermon. 
He told of the coming to Ireland of the 
Saint and of his journey northwards until he 
arrived at Tara, where he met the High 
King. Mr. Benson showed that he loved his 
subject, He had had association with 
Anirim, where St. Patrick, as a boy, herded 
his master’s sheep on the Slemish mountains. 

‘St. Patrick,” he continued, “landed at 
the mouth of the Vartry, in Wicklow, but 
the chief there soon sent him away. Before 
he had gone. however, a distant connection 
of that chief was baptised. St. Patrick then 
set forth for the plain of the Liffey, and at | 
the Ford of the Hurdles, from which Dublin 
takes its name, he baptised several people 
and built his first church. on the site ol 
which our national cathedwai stands to-day. 
He proceeded northwards, and at Easter ar 
rived on the Hill of Slane, where he lit his 
paschal fire against the command of the 
pagan chieftain. His fire was not put out, 
and never wili be put out, for we take that 
as the light that lights every man that 
cometh into the world.’’ 

Mr. Benson, in simple language, then de- 
scribed the beautiful legend of the Saint's 
meeting with King Laoghaire, who, although 
not accepting the new faith, gave the Apostle 
permission to preach the Gospel in all parts 
of his kingdom. 

On this little hill,” said the preacher, 
‘one of the seven churches said to have 
been foanded by St. Patrick was built, and 
here many people became acquainted with the 
light. Historians are agreed on this—that 
the Pope of Rome was not*consulted in the 
case of St. Patrick, who was ordained either 
in France or in England '' i 

What was the lesson that we had received 
from St. Patrick? It was that we should 
live in the ‘light of the Gospel, not denying 
its power over us; not hiding it under a 
bushel, but aiming fo show a path, just as 
St: Vatrick had done. 
Mr. Benson finished his sermon almost at 
the time fixed for the parade thr ugh Dublin 
streets of the Army units. The Service 
ended a few minutes later, with the singing 
of “From Greenland’s Icy Mountains, ' 
Although the choir and the organ were so 
small, the volume of the “singing was such 
that it must have been heard in all parts of 
the historic hill, even where the railed-in, 
rough stone statue of St. Patrick looks down 
on the fat lands and the farmyards below. 
The Service was impressive in its very 
simplicity. 


WORK OF RESTORATION 


Still dressed in his robes, and standing 
outside the church, Mr. Benson confided in 
me his plans for ing the church more 
in keeping with its importance. ‘ We shall 
not touch the rough walls,” he said, ‘ but

Wild Man From Borneo 


When writing the other day about all 
the Irish-bred horses which have won the 
National I omitted the name of Wild Man 
from Borneo. The Widger family, of 
Waterford, had a great say in his win, 
tor while he was owned by one brother, 
he was trained by another, and ridden 
by a third—Mr. Joseph Widger, father 
of Mrs. A. Nolan, who has been doing 
very well in Irish racing circles herself 
lately. The Wild Man’s win was a popu- 
lar one, and for vears afterwards Mr. 
Joseph Widger was a popular idol in 
kLngland. 

I do not know if autograph hunters 
existed in those days—the gay ‘nineties— 
to such an extent as they do these times, 
but [ know that every school girl from 
around Malton (Yorkshire), where Mr. 
Widger was well known, could give you a 
glowing description of the dashing Irish- 
man who won the National on Wild Man 
from Borneo ' 


Steeplechasing 


Talking of the National reminds me of 
the fact that steeplechasing really origi- 
nated in Ireland. Prior to 1819 steeple- 
hasing was described in England as “a 
sport for which the Paddies are famous.’”’ 
Chey also aired the opinion there that 
inless “a rider had nluck, and his nag 
had goodness, he could never hope to get 
home.” Steeplechasing flourished in Con- 
naught from very early times. Galway 
ilways owned hard riders since ever 
Cromwell consigned the Eastern “ die 
hards ” to Connanght. That is why the 
Burkes, the Blakes, the Martins, and. I 
believe, the Bodkins, became -famous over 
the country. In any case. there was 
steeplechasing in Clare, Galway and Ros- 
common in the first half of the eighteenth 
century. The first regular steeplechase 
organised by the then Marquis of 
Sligo in 1803. Lord Clanricarde helped 
to keep steeplechasing on the map until 
the early ‘forties, when Henrv Lord 
Waterford took the lead. Then the Mar- 
quis of Drogheda and his colleagues were 
responsible for Punchestown.  Steeple- 
chasing is really the offspring of the 
match, a form of sport patronised by the 
eighteenth century Irish gentry. I believe 
that an account of one famous match be- 
tween Edmund Blake and an O’Callachan 
somewhere round 1752 is still preserved in 
the O’Brien of Dromoland family archives. 
That was the match in which both com- 
petitors rode hard across country from 
Buttevant Church, with the steeple of St. 
Leger as the winning-post.

Harvard University 


A correspondent writes:—Your note 
some time ago about the forthcoming ter- 
centenary celebrations of Harvard Uniter- 
sity reminds me that one of the greatest 
of the Presidents of Harvard University— 
the famous Increase Mather—was a 
craduate of Trinity College. He came over 
to Ireland in 1657, after graduating at 
Harvard at the age of eighteen years, to 
visit his elder brother, Samuel, who was 
then rector of St. Nicholas’s, Dublin; and, 
presumably on his brother’s advice, 
entered Trinity College to continue his 
studies, taking the M.A. degree in 1658. 
He subsequently became Chaplain to the 
English garrison at Guernsey before 
returning to America. In 1681 he became 
President of Harvard, and again in 1685, 
resigning finally in 1701. The historian 
of Harvard says of him that he was an 
excellent administrator of the university, 
and the “ Encyclopedia Britannica ” 
describes him as “ one of the greatest 
Americans in the period before the War of 


Independence.”’

The utmost good humour prevailed 
among the waiting crowds, livened with 
cheertul comments at the expense of the 
Civic Guards, the Press ES ae and 
kinematographers, and the military bands. 
The No. 1 Army Band, which really 
looked very imposing in its bright new 
uniforms of blue, with gold facings, came 
in for special attention: '' Will you look 
at them.

ARMOURED CARS 


The anti-aircraft guns, drawn by 
tractors, aroused special attention, a flight 
of three Army aeroplanes overhead point- 
ing the moral and adorning the tale. The 
armoured cars looked strange, camouflaged 
with erratic patterns of brown paint, 
which excused the remark of a bystander: 
‘They must be using them to advertise 
the new Turf Bill.” 

All sections of the Army were repre- 
sented, even to the wireless lorry, which 
immediately preceded the rearguard. The 
cyclist troops looked very alert and busi- 
ness-like, and the crack artillery corps 
maintained its reputation as possibly the 
smartest turned-out unit of all. 

Altogether it was as fine a display as 
the Army has ever staged in the city, and 
the watching citizens had every reason to 
feel proud of the young manhood of the 
country in the national uniform. 

The parade took less than 
minutes to pass the saluting base. Great 
crowds filled Westmoreland street and 
O'Connell street as the soldiers marched 
by and turned into Henry street. The 
colours were dipped passing the General 
Post Office in memory of the men who 
fought there in 1916. 

Through Mary street the troops passed, 
turning left into Capel street, and regain- 
ing the south side of the Liffey by Grattan 
Bridge. Thence the route lay through the 
Dublin of long ago—past the ancient 
Cathedrals of Christ Church and St. 
Patrick's, by the back of the historic 
Castle, and.along Clanbrassil street to the 
bank of the Grand Canal, where they re- 
entered Portobello Barracks by the side 
gate. 

Later the troops belonging to other 
barracks proceeded to their own quarters, 
the infantry being conveyed in army 
lorries. 


AT THE PRO-CATHEDRAL 


It was eleven o'clock when the rearguard 
turned into Henry street, but the crowds 
continued to parade the streets until they 
had seen Mr. de Valera and his Ministers 
driving to High Mass at the Pro-Cathedral 
accompanied by an escort of cavalry in the 
vivid blue and yellow.uniforms which dis- 
figure a fine body of horsemen. 

The escort accompanied the President, 
who shared a car with Mr. Sean T.

IRISH FREE STATE 
AND BRITAIN 


DESIRE FOR FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS 


——F 


The High Commissioner for the Irish 
Free State (Mr. J. W. Dulanty), speaking 
last night at the Liverpool St. Patrick's 
Day banquet, reviewed the economic pro- 
gress in the Free State. 

It is not for me, thank goodness, to 
embark on political questions, he said, 
but I would say that neither the Irish 
people nor the Irish Government have any 
wish but for friendly relations with their 
neighbours in Great Britain. In their 
desire to develop the life of their country 
according to their needs and beliefs, the 
Irish have no feeling of hostility to Britain, 
nor, indeed, to amy other country. 

What irritates the Irish beyond words 
is the notion still surviving in some parts 
of England that the form of government 
which we may decide upon is dependent 
upon the sanction of some other country. 
In the mame of reason, we inquire, why 
should we ask anybody for sanction to be 
ourselves? Edmund Burke, a great poli- 
tical thinker, and a fine Trishman, said 
that ‘‘ magnaminity’ in politics is not 
seldom the truest wisdom, and a great 


empire and little minds go ill together.”’ 


Mr. Dulanty said that he felt sure that 
the majority of the: le in Ireland 
looked forward to the day when the funda- 
mental feeling of friendship which they 
had for the British would no longer be 
obscured by these political questions. The 
Liverpool Irish would be glad to learn that 
real progress was being made in their 
mother country.

BROADCASTS

GREETINGS TO IRISH 
PEOPLE ABROAD 


—s-— 


T. PATRICK'S DAY was celebrated in 
the Athlone and Dublin Broadcasting 
_ Stations on a scale greater than in any 
previous year. From eight a'clock in the 
morning when President de Valera opened 
the programme with a special message to 
Australia a constant stream of Irish music, 
speech, story and ha ings of the day was 
broadcast to the weed. A very impressive 
feature of the broadcasting was that the 
important items, such as the addresses of 
the President and Archbishop Mannix's relay 
from Australia, were signalled by the tinkling 
of the fifteen hundred years old bell, which 
had been used by the Apostle of Ireland in 
his missionary work. 
last occasion on which the famous old 
bell was used was in connection with the 
Eucharistic Congress celebrations in 1932. 


THE MESSAGE 


In the course of his message to Australia, 
President de Valera first spoke a few 
sentences of greeting in Irish, and then, 
reverting to English, said that this was the 
first time he had the pleasure of speaking 
to listeners in Australia, and of sending them 
a message of good-will from the people of 
Ireland. To those who were born in [reland 
or were of Irish stock, he said that "we in 
the homeland are grateful to them and proud 
of them. We are grateful for the generous 
help they gave us in our years of travail; 
none gave for our cause more readily or 
more unstintingly. We are proud of the part 
they and their forbears played in the build- 
ing of the great Eas AA Commonwealth, 
and proud that at the far Antipodes they are 
striving to realise the highest ideals of the 
race from which they spring.”’ 

They knew that some of the best blood 
of the Irish race flowed in the veins of the 
Australian Insh, and that their history was 
linked to Australia by many names revered 
in Ireland—Michael Dwyer, John Mitchell, 
and others in the past, and some s ill bving. 
whose services to Íreland were only equalled 
by their work for their adopted land. In 
everv sphere of beneficent activity Irishmen 
had been among the leaders of the Australian 
people. Their contribution to the unification 
of Australia and the constitutional develop- 
ment of the Commonwealth had been sur- 
prisingly great in proportion to their num- 
bers. They had been good Australians willi- 
out ceasing to love the motherland. 

Treland, he said, has neither had the power 
nor the will to annex other countries by con- 
quest. The Trish abroad are bound to us by 
no other ties save those of kindred, of a com- 
mon history and a common spiritual heritage, 
but these are stronger ties fhan any military 
or political domination could create. This 
spiritual unity is precious to us all. We may 
rejoice that modern scienc’ has given to us 
the means, particularly in the radio, to pre- 
serve it. 


LANGUAGE AND 
LITERATURE 


He reminded his hearers that the Irish 
language, and the literature of Ireland, 
whether in Irish ot in “inglish, and Irish 
music had a special cultural value, and he 
hoped the time would come when the" would 
find a place in the curricula of the Univer- 
sities of ovale country where men and women 
of their race formed a considerable propor- 
tion of the population. 

He referred to the efforts thar had been 
made to develop industries and stimulate 
tillage, reserving the home market in whole 
or in part to their own producers. They 
were becoming less and less dependent on ex- 
ternal markets for the sale of their own pro- 
duce and on external sources of supply for 
the commodities required for consumption at 
home. 

There had been notable advances also in 
social legislation, of which the most im- 
portant were the Housing Acts. 

Of political developments, resident de 
Valera remarked; ‘‘1 shall only any that de- 
finte progress has been made in several 
respects towards the status which the people 
desire. With the utmost goodwill towards 
other nations, the Irish people are as_deter- 
mined as ever to work for the unity and 
independence of their own country. They 
believe that in the attainment of that goal 
lies their own welfare and the *stablishment 
of permanently friendly relations with their 
neighbours.” 


BROADCAST TO B.B.C, 


—- 


THE INTERRUPTED 
ADDRESS 


In his message broadcast to the B.B.C. at 
11 o'clock President de Valera, whose address 
was only heard with difficulty owing to inter- 
ference, first spoke in [rish and then in 
English. He said that Ireland was one of 
the greatest of the European motherlands. Her 
children, generation after generation, had 
gone to explore new lands and help in the 

uilding of new _ nations, r the 
Dark Ages they went fortl to evangelise 
Europe, to establish schools and monas- 
teries to which could. be traced the 
Christian origins of European  civilisa- 
tion. The names of great Jrish missionaries 
were still remembered such as Columbcille in 
Scotland, Aidan in England, Farsa in France, 
Columbanus in France and in Italy, Gall in 
Switzerland, Killian in Germany. In modern 
times the main stream of Irish emigration 
has been of a different kind; it had been 
through economic or political necessity rather 
than missionary zeal. But the exiles for 
Christ, though fewer relatively to the entire 
volume of emigration, had been absolutely 
as numerous as ever, The United States, 
Canada, Australia, Africa, the Far East, as 
well as Great Britain, had profited by their 
work. 

Recently Europe, he said, threatened by 
the advance of a new paganism, had begun 
to call once more for Irish evangelists. The 
prospect is that this country will be called 
on to play in the struggle to maintain Chris- 
tian civilsation in the coming age a part as 
great as it played in the effort to establish 
and spread it in the past. . i 

Referring to emigration caused by political 
or economic conditions, he said that no other 
country in the same period had sent abroad 
so large a proportion of its people, and even 
to-day none had relatively to the home popu- 
lation anything like so many cf its children 
in other lands, Great Britain, the United 
States, Canada, Anstralia, New Zealand, 
South Africa and the South American Re- 
mblics owed mach of their present vigour 
“ the infusion of Irish blood. 

“Thus,” said Mr. de Valers, “although 
Ireland is a small country, with but little 
influence in the councils of the nations, the 
millions of our people who inhabit all parts 
of the world constitute a great force for good 
—actually and still more potentially. How- 
ever they may be divided in other matters 
they are at one in their regard for the tradi- 
tions of this island, traditions which include 
consideration for the rights of others, and an 
ardent desire for justice in international 
affairs. These are the qualities on which the 
peace of the world depends, and, with peace, 
the maintenance of civilisation as we know it. 
Our scattered people can snake a great con- 
ytribution to the welfare of the world in these

He wished the President could have sensed 
the pride and exaitation that swept through 
those thousands of Australians when they 
heard—most of them for the first time—the 
living voice of the man who had dared and 
done so much for Imsh taith and fatherland, 
so much to give life and sustenance to the 
free Catholic Ireland of their dreams. 


ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES 


Australians, he said, did not  under- 
estimate [Ireland's diticulties, especially of 
the economic order. They had had a long. 
stiff fight, not vet wholly successful, to build 
up their own Australian industries, in spite 
of overseas competition. Their farmers bad 
no so-called economic war with England, but 
yet they were crushed with enormous debts 
owing to world-wide depression, and in spite 
of the open British market. They were able 
to realise Ireland's plight when with falling 
revenue, decreasing exports, and the ports ol 
the world aosed to her emigrants, she was 
called on suddenly to shake off in a few years 
the industrial stagnation of centuries. No 
matter what political party was in power 
Ireland would have to choose between star'va- 
tion and chaos on the one hand and an 
economic revolution on the other. The nation 
was doomed if it could not set up a balanced 
industrial system, and provide a hving for 
Irishmen in their own Bad It was inevit- 
able that some should suffer, and suffer 
badly, while the whole economic life of the 
‘country was passing through a revolution 
They could sympathise with the Irish farmers 
and their dependants. but they were glad 
to know as a whole the Irish people, farmers 
and others, had taken the long and national 
and patriotic view. They were glad to know 
that the standard of living of the masses had 
Leen raised, that decent houses were being 
built for the people, and that the grazing 
ranches were being broken up 

They noticed with pride that while Ireland 
was grappling with her own internal problems 
her voice was heard with effect among the 
uations represented at Geneva. Her spokes- 
man was not, even in that atmosphere, afraid 
or ashamed to mention the name of God, and 
to warn the League of Nations that it was 
tutile to aim at collective security and peace 
unless peace was to be founded on justice 
among the nations. That warning, he eared, 
was unheeded, but Ireland was not to blame. 


THE PARTITION ISSUE 


They were proud to know that, amidst all 
the changes that time had brought, the 
lamp of Ireland's faith burned as brightly as 
of old, and that the missionary spirit of their 
people had heen marvellously bright, and 
that the golden chain which bound Ireland 
to the See of Peter had not been weakened 
or corroded by time or by the rebellious 
spirit of the modern world. — 

In their time, in spite of the prophets, it 
had been proved that Home Rule in Ireland 
did not mean Rome Rule in any narrow 
sense. The minority in Ireland gratefully 
acknowledge that they had been treated not 
merely with justice and impartiality, but 
with open-handed generosity, Surely, there- 
fore, the last argument for the partition of 
Ireland by England on sectarian. lines had 
lost its apparent force 

The omens were propitious. England, they 
hoped, was coming to realise that she needed 
friends, and that if she wished to have a 
contented and friendly neighbour in Ireland, 
there was only one solution of the problem 
which had kept, the two countries apart for 
centuries, and which, unsolved, would keep 
them hostile to the end. 


CHILD'S TALK TO CHILDREN 


One of the most appealing features of the 
day’s broadcasting programme was a short 
talk by eleven years’ old Mairgread Thorn. 
ton, daughter of Mr. Thornton, Secretary of 
the Minister for Lands and Fisheries. It 
was a pleasure to hear her fresh childish 
voice, clear cut as crystal, and beautifully 
modulated, extending her message. ‘‘ To all 
the children who are listening to me.” said 
Mairgread, “I say the oldest greetings we 
have in Ireland: ' Dia's Muire dibh,’ which 
is, ‘God and Mary be with you’; and to that 
old people answer, ‘Dia agus Muire agus 
Padraig dibh.’ which is, ‘God and Mary and 
Patrick be with you,’ which is, perhaps, the 
best of all greetings from me to you to-day.

NEW BUILDING BADLY 
DAMAGED 


A vast ultra-modern production unit at 
London Film Productions, Ltd.'s, new 
studios at Denham, Bucks, was yesterday 
ravaged by fire and extensively damaged 
within a few days of completion. The com- 
pany, of which Mr. Alexander Korda is a 
director, has been transferring” their 
activities to the new studios, the first 
suite of which were to be ready by the 
middle of April, and the unit involved 
in the fire was the only one actually com- 
pleted.

A Judge’s Survey 


Tt is hard to decide which is more 
foolish—the attitude of mind that 
forbids some Irishmen to find any grounds 
for hope in their country’s affairs, or the 
other attitude that regards Ireland as 
the one civilised nation in a world of 
barbarity and paganism. “The self- 
satisfied outlook probably is the more 
dangerous, and it was fitting that, on the 
day which all Irishmen have come to 
regard as their own, at least one voice 
should have urged a more realistic point 
of view. Mr. Justice Hanna’s speech 
at a Dublin dinner last night does 
not make very pleasant reading, but 
it was necessary that the country should 
be confronted with the hard facts. 
As a judge, he has been brought into 
contact with the less pleasant side of Irish 
life, and, when he states that there is 
an alarming increase in certain forms of 
crime, he speaks with authority. His 
analysis is very interesting. Murder, in 
the ordinary sense, has shown a decline 
during the last six years, but anothér form 
of murder is flourishing, and there. has 
been a shocking increase in cases involving 
infanticide and concealment of birth. In 
addition, there has been an increase in 
crimes of sexual perversion and indecent 
assault. Turning to crimes... against 
property, Mr. Justice Hanna finds that 
while the figures for minor offences remain 
fairly constant, there have been more cases 
of embezzlement, arson and other “ large- 
scale ” crimes. Embezzlement cases, for 
example, rose in two years from 62 to 99, 
while the corresponding figures for arson 
were 87 and 116. The number of juvenile 
offenders has nearly doubled—it was 3,200 
for 1934—and, lastly, there are the crimes 
against the State. In two years the cases 
of intimidation rose from 76 to 97, of 
offences against public order from 54 to 
137, and of breaches of the Firearms Act 
from 272 to 324. 


Presented in this form, the story of 
crime in Ireland becomes much more easy 
to interpret than when it is presented, 
page by page, in the daily description of 
the individual Court cases. It leaves no 
doubt. whatever that there has been a 
tendency for certain forms of crime to 
increase, and to increase rapidly. Part of 
this increase, though naturally it is to be 
regretted, need not cause any great un- 
easiness. The cases of embezzlement and 
arson, for instance, have grown ; but they 
were almost bound to grow as a result of 
the greater industrialisation of the Free 
State, and the fact that many young men 


without very much experience of money 


matters have found themselves placed in 
positions of trust. ‘The growth in the other 


forms of crime 'is iar more sinister, and 
} points to asvery unpleasant conclusion. 


“The. offences against the State,” said 
Mr. Justice Hanna last night, “show a 
restless and disturbed spirit throughout 
the country,” but his remark applies also 


| to the other forms of crime. Throughout 


the Free State, indeed, there is plenty of 
evidence of : lawlessness, whether civil or 
moral. In one direction it takes the form 
of contempt for the law, and is shown in 
attempts—too often successful—to frighten 
witnesses into silence or falsehood, corrupt 
the juries, and defy the State more or 
less openly by securing private ‘‘ justice 
by private armse In another, it is shown 
in the weakening of parental contro] over 
the children, and a corresponding increase 
in juvenile crime. In a third direction it 
appears in what possibly is the most 
serious form: The growth of sexual 
crimes, whether they find their expression 
in assault and perversion, or their conse- 
quences in infanticide and concealment 
of birth, shows a weakening of the 
ordinary moral restraints which is very 
dangerous from every point of view. “‘ \\e 
need to look for a new St. Patrick,”’ was 
Mr. Justice Hanna’s comment on the 
whole situation, and it certainly appears 
that some fevolution of hé spirit will 
have to’ take’ place in Ireland if the 
country is. to, avoid a progressive 


degeneracy. |

reaction born of the disappointment that 
the new régime could not supply a new 
heaven and a new earth, the growth of 
unemployment, or the increase in various 
forms of popular amusement. In order to 
meet the situation the causes must be 
found by a very careful study of the 
effects; but, for the moment, it is possible 
to come to certain conclusions. It is fairly 
evident, at least, that a general tighten- 
ing-up of the law will not necessarily stop 
these crimes ; for the present situation has 
arisen at a time when legal restrictions 
have increased in the Free State to a point 
hardly reached by any other country in 
Europe. Offences against the State are 
discouraged by the drastic powers of the 
Military Tribunal, and the morals of the 
State are protected not only by the wide 
provisions of the Criminal Law Amend- 
ment Act, but by the most rigid system of 
censorship in the world, Mr. Justice 
Hanna’s speech last night shows how little 
effect such ‘‘ solutions ” have had in the 
past. A further increase in their severity, 
indeed, might not leave the situation un- 
changed ; it quite conceivably might make 
it worse. Puritanism in England was 
followed by the licence of the Restoration, 
and history gives several other examples 
of the results which may come of the 
dangerous attempt to demand impossible 
standards of perfection from ordinary 
human beings. Successive Governments in 
the Free State, as Mr. Justice Hanna 
says, have thought the solution to lie in 
further restrictions of liberty ; but it is no 
solution. “The remedy,’’ he says, “‘ lies 
much deeper,’’ and we agree with his 
view that: it is in the hands of the 
people themselves. Wise legislation may 
encourage people to lead good lives, and 
may remove temptations from them; b 
the true civilisation which is reflected in 
a respect for moral and social order must 
come from within. 


The President’s Broadcast 


Saint Patrick’s Day for Irishmen in all 
parts of the world is, or ought to be, an 
occasion of rejoicing. It is the one 
national holiday that is observed with 
enthusiasm, not only by Irish men and 
women, but by millions of Britons from 
Hong Kong to Gibraltar, who recognise, 
as President de Valera pointed out in a 
broadcast yesterday, that Ireland is one 
of the most important mother countries 
on earth. We cannot but regret, ‘here- 
fore, that the President should have taker. 
advantage of one of his broadcast talks 
to the United States last evening to lannch 
an attack on Great Britain. His talk to 
Australia was transmitted through the 
British beam system, while his»first talk 
to America was relayed by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation ; and in both of 
these broadcasts—one of which was marred 
by ingenious, if rather blackguardly 
interruptions—President de Valera’s 
remarks were beyond reproach. In the 
evening, however, when he was speaking 
directly from Athlone to the United 
States, and, therefore, we presume, did 
nc: feel himself under any further obliga- 
tion to the British, he raised the whole 
question of the withheld land annuities, 
accusing the British of injustice and 
unfairness to the Irish Free State. The 
special discriminatory duties, whereby the 
British Government was ‘“‘ seizing’’ the 
equivalent of the moneys that the 
Saorstát was withholding, were just as 
unjust to-day as they were in 1952, when 
the matter first came to a head. Britain 
had no legitimate claim on the Free State. 
Her attatude towards the land annuities 
had ne foundation in justice; and she 
had refused consistently to accept the 
Free State’s proposal to submit the matter 
to the arbitration of an impartial court. 
President de Valera went very much 
farther. He drew an analogy between 
Britain’s repudiation of her war debt to 
the United States and his own decision to 
keep back the land annuities from the 
British Treasury, adding the fantastic 
statement that the burden imposed by 
Britain on the Free State, judged by the 
relative wealths of the countries con- 
cerned, was ten times as great as the 
annual payments. that were owed by 
Britain to she United States. It is 
admitted, even in Washington, that the 
continued payment of war debt annuities 
by Britain would have imposed an intoler- 
able burden on the British taxpayers. 
Throughout Mr. Cosgrave’s Administra- 
tion, on the other hand, the Free State 
paid the land annuities to Great Britain 
without any undue strain on our national 
finances, and Mr. de Valera, while he 
complains of the fact that the British are 
recouping themselves for the withheld 
annuities by means of the special duties, 
told the people of the United States 
almost in the same .breath that the 
Saorstát was flourishing to-day. What, 
then, becomes of his argument that the 
amount of the special duties—or of the 
land annuities—is ten times as great as 
the amount of Britain's annual obligations 
to the United States? We should be more 
than glad if the British Government. would 
remit the land annuities as an act of 
grace, but we think that a Saint Patrick's 
Day broadcast to the United States is not 
the occasion for a propagandist statement 
on the subject. President de Valera laid 
stress on the fact that he held no ill-will 
against the British people, with whom 
he would like to make a real and durable 
friendship. May we suggest, with all 
respect, that statements such as that of 
last evening are hardly calculated to pro- 
mote his entirely praiseworthy plan ? 


Perpetual Motion 


The day would seem to be at hand in 
which the world must re-cast certain long- 
conceived and precious ideas concerning 
the lesser sports, such as marbles, ludo, 
hop-scotch and snap-apple. This, at any 
rate, is the conclusion we draw from a 
report—published in no less reputable a 
daily than The Times—of the Table Tennis 
World Championship, held at. Prague last 
Saturday. According to the Vienna Corre- 
spondent of our contemporary, two. 
players, a Pole and a Rumanian, con- 


i tested the first point of their match for no 


less than two hours and five minutes with- 


out a. - During i ; ime .the ball 
fro without striking the net or missing 
the table. Volley was returned by volley 
and lob by lob until it seemed to the 
bite that Fé am the secret, of per- 
petual motion had been reached—unless, 
of course, ohe or other oí the participants 
should collapse from fatigue. The Pole and 
the Rumanian, however, were possessed of 
such reserves oí stamina that, they showed 
very much less evidence of weariness than 
the spectators; and, while The Times 
glosses over the sufferings of those who 
watched the game, it is quite evident from 
a reading between the lines that at least 
half of the watchers were led away from the 
jousting-place in a state of hysteria ; while 
the rest, having watched the ball flit back- 
wards and forwards unceasingly for one 
hundred and twenty-five minutes found 
themselves afflicted with that unenviable 
malady known to medical science as 
*“‘ cross-eye.’’ No one knows what would 
have happened were it not for the fact that 
this extraordinary exhibition of prowess 
was deemed sufficient to summon an imme- 
diate meeting of the Table Tennis Federa- 
tion ; and after due deliberation this body 
decided that the two invincibles could 
occupy the centre table only for a limited 
time, after the lapse of which they would 
be relegated to a cold back room—wherein 
no spectators would be allowed—there to 
ping-pong if they wished until the crack 
of doom. It is a fact, we regret to state, 
that, faced with this ultimatum, the two 
players, having resumed their places at 
the table, immediately, and without hesita- 
tion, decided the long-disputed first point. 


Expectation of Life 


After the completion of each new census 
in England the Government Actuary goes 
into what may be, for him, enjoyable 
retirement. All around is a gigantic mass 
of information about infant mortality, the 
ages of widows, birth rates, death rates 
and all the other rates and population 
totals which, in the raw, are as moving as 
a lecture on the production of celery, 
but, when sifted by experts, are of real 
interest to the most casual citizen. This 
year the Government Actuary has dis- 
covered that the expectation of life of the 
people of England is increasing annually, 
and particularly in the case of London’s 
women. In the period 1910-1912 a newly- 
born girl could rely upon 55.35 years of 
life in which to spread sweetness and 
light; in 1920-1922 59.28 years, and in 
1930-1932 no less than 62.88 years. Newly- 
born boys have a slightly bleaker outlook, 
since their expectation of life for the latter 
period is 58.74 years; but here again this 
figure is about seven years in excess of 
that for the 1910-1912 period. Infant 
mortality shows a significant decrease. In 
1911 something like 120 boys and 98 girls 
in each thousand died before they had 
reached their first birthday ; while in 1931 
the figure for boys became 72, and for girls 
only 54. There is further evidence of the 
increased vitality of the nation in the 
mortality rates about the age of 40; for 
these are far lower than the rates for 1911. 
On the other hand, people of advanced 
ages could rely more confidently in 
1911 on an extended period of survival 
than they could in 1931; though this is 
explained by the suggestion that many 
weaker members of the community have 
reached old age who in former times would 
have died while they were still compara- 
tively yougaful. On the whole, the 
statistics show that the modern world, 
despite its crowded cities and unending 
bustle, is a healthier place to live in than 
adherents of former, and. less frenzied, 
times would have us believe.

The appointment on St. Patrick’s Day 
of the Duke of York to be a Knight of ti 
Order of St. Patrick is a delicate com.

It is thought that the 
appointment reveals the intention of tha 
King to keep the Order in being, and it is 
recalled that his own appointment in 1927 
was a surprise, as it was the opinion that 
King George, in view of the changed status 
of the country, had intended to let thie 
Order lapse. The Duke of Gloucester is 
a Knight of the Order; but the only non- 
Royal appointment since the signing of 
the Irish Treaty has been that of the Duke 
of Abercorn, on. his appointment as 
Governor of Northern Ireland fourteen 
years ago.

BOTH SIDES ADAMANT 


This demand would cost the city an 
extra ten thousand pounds a year. Cork’s 
rate for the coming financial year has 
been fixed at 21s. in the pound, an in- 
crease of one shilling over the current 
year. 

While Mr. P. Monahan, the City 
Manager, is adamant in his refusal to 
consider ‘‘the most unreasonable de- 
mand ” of the union, the workers are 
equally determined to put their notice 
into effect, and the only gleam of hope 
appears in the intervention of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, at whose 
request the City Manager’s order to cut 
off water supplies from industries on the 
north side of the city has been postponed, 
and will not come into effect until Thurs- 
day, instead of on Wednesday, as 
originally intended. 


ANXIOUS CITIZENS 


This hope is tenaciously held to by the 
citizens, whose concern at the prospect of 
a complete industrial close-down owing to 
lack of water and the severe rationing of 
domestic supplies is plainly evident every- 
where. In the streets the situation is the one 
topic of discussion, and beneath the holi- 
day atmosphere to-day runs a current of 
anxious anticipation. Indeed, if public 
opinion should carry any influence it will 
prove an important factor in the dispute. 


TO-DAY’S MEETINGS 


The Special Committee of Aldermen, to 
which the Borough Council referred the 
whole question, and which supported the 
stand of the City Manager, is to meet to- 
morrow, and it is likely that a special 
meeting of the Corporation will take place 
on Thursday. A mass meeting of the 
members of the Irish Transport and Gene- 
ral Workers’ Union is called for to- 
morrow, and it was suggested that some 
approach to a settlement may emerge 
from those proceedings. 

The Cork Industries branch of the 
Transport Union, at a meeting last night, 
pledged their support to the Corporation 
workers, and instructed all members to 
hold themselves in readiness to carry out 
the wishes of the union. 


RESULTS OF A STRIKE 


Mr. Monahan informed me to-day that 
there had been no development whatever 
in the situation. Should the strike take 
place, it will mean that not merely will 
Cork’s industrial life be paralysed at one 
stroke, but that some ten thousand people 
would be disemployed for a period, in- 
cluding Corporation employés in the 
public markets and various other depart- 
ments, while the sudden discontinuance 
of local services would be calculated to 
bring inconvenience and suffering in its 
train within a very short time. From 
the point of view of public health, the 
position would be intolerable within a 
few days. 

Such possibilities serve to strengthen 
the fervent hopes of departmental inter- 
vention.

MAN AND WIFE 
SHOT

CO. LONGFORD OUTRAGE

Mr. Samuel Mason, an electrician, 
employed by Lord Granard at the Long- 
ford family seat, Castleforbes, and Mrs. 
Mason, his wife, were shot at last night 
and wounded by shotgun pellets. 

The occurrence took place on one of the 
avenues leading to the castle from The 
Gurry side entrance. Mason and his wife 
were returning to their house in the castle 
grounds after leaving the house of the 
castle gardener, Mr. O'Boyle, whom they 
had been visiting. It was 9 p.m. when 
they entered the castle avenue, which is 
overhung by trees, and immediately a shot 
rang out from behind the gate. Mrs. 
Mason looked back, and another shot rang 
out, and she was struck by pellets in the 
face and ankle. Her husband was shot in 
the legs. 

The wounds are not considered serious, 
and the injured couple are being treated 
in their home by Dr. J. M. S. Kenny, 


, Longford. 


At the time the shots were fired Mason 
was wheeling a bicycle, and had a wireless 
set strapped on the carrier. The case of 
the wireless set was perforated with pellets. 

Superintendent Hannigan, Mullingar : 
Superintendent O'Dowd, Longford, and 
several detective officers and Civic Guards 
from Longford and surrounding stations 
are investigating the affair, but up to the 
present no arrest has been made. Foot- 
print clues are being followed, and fire- 
arms in the area have been inspected. 

It is stated that Mason came from 
Dublin to Castleforbes twelve months 
ago.

CORK IN SHADOW 
OF GREAT STRIKE! TO AMERICA 


PRESIDENT TALKS 
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BRITISH DUTIES 
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AS UNJUST NOW AS 
IN 1932 
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DESIRE FOR BETTER 
RELATIONS 


E special duties imposed by the 
British Government are, in our 
opinion, as unjust to-day as they were 


‘when they were first imposed in 1932, 


said President de Valera in the course of 
an address broadcast from Radio Athlone 
to the United Staates last night. This 
was the third message of greetings to the 
Irish abroad that the President delivered 
during the day, and in it he dealt at 
greater length with conditions in the Free 
State. 

He reminded his hearers of last year’s 
St. Patrick’s Day address by him, and said 
that, no doubt, many listening to him had 
been able to confirm for themselves when 
they visited the Free State durmg the past 
year the truth of what he then said. 

Industrial progress, said Mr. de Valera, 
had been sustained during the last year. 
Many new manufacturing concerns were 
established, and those already in existence 
had increased their output still further. 
The area of land under tillage crops was 
94,000 acres greater than in the preceding 
year, wheat alone increasing by 69,000 
acres, and the wheat crop was eight times 
what it had been in 1931, the year before 
the scheme started. Production and 
exports of dairy products and bacon were 
also substantially higher than in 1934, 
and, in consequence of a special arrange- 
ment made with the British Government 
at the beginning of 1935, there was a 
marked recovery in exports of cattle. The 
total value of Saorstat exports for the year 
increased by about two million pounds, 
and the total value of imports fell by over 
£1,790,000 as compared with 1934. There 
was consequently an improvement of more 
than £3,750,000, or 18,750,000 dollars, in 
the balance of trade. 


RAPID MOVEMENT 


Other indications of progress were seen 
in the building during the year of 14,081 
houses, bringing the number built since 
1932 up to 33,919, or an average of 8,000 
a year, compared with 2,500 a year in the 
previous ten years. They had also over- 
subscription of several issues of capital 
for industrial purposes, increased pas- 
senger and goods trains on railways, and 
increased bank clearances. Confidence in 
the financial position of the State was 
further demonstrated by the remarkable 
success of the First National Loan. 

Taking the position as a whole, said 
President de Valera, we are rapidly 
moving towards the attainment of the 
reasonable degree of independence of ex- 
ternal trade which is regarded by the 
Government as necessary for the economic 
security of the Saorstat. The basis has 
been laid for the production at home of 
almost all essential commodities. Ex- 
perience of management and skill in in- 
dustrial processes are being acquired 
rapidly. The evil traditon of diffidence 
regarding the possibilities of industral de- 
velopment in Ireland—the result of the dis- 
couragement of enterprise in the past—is 
being gradually forgotten. 


THE BRITISH DUTIES 


The difficulties created by the British 
import duties have been further lessened 
by a new agreement entered into a few 
weeks ago, under which the British 
Government has lowered the duties on our 
live-stock and increased the import quotas 
for cattle and bacon. This agreement and 
that of 1935, made in the interest of our 
farmers, have, of course, in no way affected 
the Saorstat’s claim to the retention of the 
land purchase annuities and other moneys 
in dispute. Nor do they give any moral 
sanction to the action of the British 
Government in seizing those moneys by 
means of special discriminatory duties on 
imports from the Saorstat. The special 
duties are, in our opinion, as unjust 
to-day as they were whc: they were first 
imposed in 1932. 

Great Britain has no legitimate claim 
upon us. Our confidence that her demands 
have no foundation in justice is sufficiently 
demonstrated by our repeated declaration 
of willingness to submit the present 
dispute to the arbitration of an impartial 
international tribunal—an offer which has 
been persistently refused. The payments 
claimed by Great Britain constitute a 
burden on the Saorstat, which, having re- 
gard to the respective taxable capacities 
of the two countries, is ten times as great 
as the burden of the annual payments 
owed by Great Britain to the United 
States. Great Britain repudiates her own 
debt to the American people as a burden 
impossible for her to bear. She, neverthe- 
less, uses her economic power to impose 
upon this small country a relatively far 
greater burden. Such disregard of equity 
shows how far the world still is from the 
reign of law and justice.

FRIENDLY RELATIONS 


For our part, we seek no more than our 
own: in economic matters, the retention 
of our own revenues, and the right to 
order our economic life according to the 
desires of our people; in political affairs, 
the freedom and unity of our country. We 
have no ill-will towards the British people. 
On the contrary, we earnestly desire to 
live on terms of friendship with them, the 
real and durable friendship which can only 
exist where each party recognises and re- 
spects the rights of the other. I am far 
from despairing of the possibility of 
establishing such a friendship ebtween 
Ireland and Great Britain, and I believe 
that among the British people also there 
is a growing realisation that it would be 
for their good as well as for ours. 

It is our aim, in so far as the influence 
of a small nation can do it, to bring the 
same spirit of fair dealing and good-will 
into the international field generally. We 
believe that, if nations had the conscience 
and the courage to be just, the world’s 
problems, though still difficult, would 


prove far less intractable than they. seem 
to-day. 


PEACE AMONG NATIONS 

The long struggle of our nation against 
wrong has, perhaps, given us a particu- 
larly clear pervenssee of the necessity of 
justice to the welfare of mankind, and 
fitted us in a special manner to work for 
Christian peace and friendship among the 
nations, In spite of our preoccupation with 
our own peculiar problems, we are striv- 
ing to do our part, and we shall continue 
to do so. We rejoice to know that our 
efforts are in harmony with the ideals of 


BROADCAST 
SPOILED 


WIRE TAPPED BY 
TELEPHONE 


MR. DE VALERA’S SPEECH 
INTERRUPTED 
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IRELESS listeners. who had tuned in 
tv the Athlone station to hear Mr. 
de Valera’s speech yesterday morning 
heard little but noise and interruptions, 
which almost completely drowned the 
President's voice throughout. Hardly had 
be begun to speak when the voice faded 
out. About two minutes later he ‘‘ came 
on’’ again in the middle of a sentence, 
but a few seconds later there were noisy 
disturbances, and a voice, much stronger 
than Mr. de Valera’s, broke in. ‘‘ Hello, 
comrades! For the past half-hour you 
have witnessed a fine display of British 
imperialism,’ said the intruder, This 
Was apparently a reference to the parade 
of Free State troops, which had taken 
place through the city earlier in the morn- 
ing. In a few minutes the President’s 
voice was again heard. The speech, how- 
ever, did not proceed far when again the 
unknown voice broke in, referring loudly 
to ' British imperialism ” and ‘ British 
militarism.”’ 

It was obvious to listeners that the 
engineers at the broadcasting station, by 
increasing the volume, were endeavouring 
to drown the interruptions, but in this 
they were unsuccessful. The voice from 
outside continued intermittently till the 
end. The words “... a cairde .. . this 
is the I.R.A. speaking.” ‘‘ Look! This 
is the I.R.A.’’ were heard time and 
again. 

It was impossible to hear the speech, 
and all that listeriers heard were a few 
disjointed phrases and crackling inter- 
ferences. It was not for some time after 


the conclusion of the speech that reception 
became clear again, and there were some 
interruptions during the programme of 
music which followed. 


WIRES TAPPED 


It was at first thought that the inter- 
ruptions came from a_ private station 
situated not far from 2 RN, but in con- 
versation with an official of the engineer- 
ing staff at the Broadcasting Station in 
Henry street, Dublin, last night, it was 
learned that the interferences did not 
come from this source. The wires con- 
necting the studios with the transmitters 
at Athlone were “ tapped ’’ somewhere on 
the route, it was stated, and connected 
to a telephone apparatus, through which 
the intrusive remarks were made. There 
are three lines—one of which is for pro- 
grammes, one is used as a telephone, and 
the third as a reserve. At first Mr. de 
Valera’s speech was carried on the pro- 
gramme wire, but immediately the inter- 
ruptions began, the engineers, being pre- 
pared at all times for such contingencies, 
disconnected the line, and continued the 
broadcast over the telephone wire. Ap- 
parently, the intruders became aware of 
the ‘‘change-over,’’ and followed with 
their own apparatus. Eventually the en- 
gineers at Athlone were compelled to take 
the programme through another source, 
and they succeeded in crowding out the 
interruptions to some extent during the 
last minutes of the speech. 

“There is really no means of prevent- 
ing this sort of thing,” he said, “ unless 
by patrolling the whole route with police, 
which, of course, would be almost im- 
possible.’’ 

Mr. de Valera’s speech and the Irish 
programme were carried from Dublin to 
the B.B.C. by land line, and it was 
only those listening to the Irish stations 
who were aware that anything untoward 
had occurred. 


A CAR TAKES FIRE 


About five minutes prior to the Presi- 
dent’s broadcast one of the cars of his 
escort standing outside the Broadcasting 
Station in Henry street burst into flames. 
The pavements were thronged with people 
at the time, when suddenly a flame shot 
from the rear of the car, where the petrol 
tank was situated, and in a few minutes 
was leaping high into the air. Civic 
Guards and civilians immediately rushed 
to extinguish the flames, using the extin- 
cuisher ‘which was in the car, and the 
outbreak was quelled before much damage 
had been done to the vehicle. Frederick 
Lawlor, aged 36 years, who was one of the 
escort, received severe burns to his face, 
neck and chest, and had to be carried from 
the scene. First aid treatment was applied 
on the street, and later he was removed 
to Jervis Street Hospital. Fortunately, 
the petrol tank did not explode, and the 
car was driven off after the President left 
the studio.

The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article: —Mr. Robert Byron's three articles 
on Russia, which are concluded to-day, 
based on an impersonally conducted 
jour-oy of several thousand miles, and on 
a knowledge of the Russian ‘angdap”, 
offer a penetrating analysis of a great 
country in transition from chaos to—what. 
Not certainly to Communism. Mr. Byron 
essays no flight of prophecy, but he 
discerns within the Soviet State important 
trends—social, economic and political— 
which are widely incompatible with the 
‘deals on which that State conceives itself 
to be founded, and which not even the 
most devout of the revolutionary 
doctrinaires can reconcile with Com- 
munism. The classless land has sprouted 
an aristocracy. The workers whe were to 
have ruled the roost are, indeed, assured 
the necessities of life, but it is the new 
igtelligentsia—half-baked successors to a 
class once ruthlessly proscribed—who have 
servants’ bedrooms in their flats. It is 
likely, thinks Mr. Byron, that the 
children of this class, which is at once 
the symbol and the vanguard of progress, 
will really grow up to form a separate 
social stratum. 

The people’s God, for the moment, Is 
culture, an abstraction which, in the idiom 
of modern Russia, comprehends not only 
things of the mind, but those new ameni- 
ties and recreations which are intended to 
banish the squalor of life and transform 
the proletariat into citizens of the 
twentieth century. Culture is poetry, but 
also ping pong; arithmetic, but also the 
Rumba. A hot bath is culture, and 
Belisha beacons, if they only existed in 
Moscow, would be hailed as culture, too.

THE QUESTION OF CRIME 


Mr. Justice Hanrfa said that a judge 
saw the country from a different and 
broader point of view than that of anyone 
else. Ireland was no longer a _ planet 
shining by reflected light, but a star pro- 


ducing its own brightness, and whose dark 


spots were of its own making. The daily 
training of a lawyer and the daily. work 
of a judge made it part of their mental 
stock-in-trade to believe that all good 
government and national prosperity 
depend on two fundamental -elements— 
law and order and the liberty of the 
ordinary citizen. 

When he spoke of law he did not refer 
to the civil law, but to the laws for the 
preservation of person, property and the 
public peace. On a subject of this deserip- 


| tion they could. not act on a mere general 
| accumulation of disordered knowledge or 
| crude, undigested observation. 


With the 
assistance of the Statistical Department 
of the State, to which he paid a high 
tribute for efficiency, he had checked his 
own opinions by the actual facts on 
the question of crime as it affects human 
life, person. property and public order in 
Saorstat Eireann. 


CRIMES OF VIOLENCE 


As regards attacks upon human life 
and crimes of violence, the facts are 
these: In the crime of murder there had 
been a decline during the last six years, 
though attempts at murder had increased, 
while the lesser offence of manslaughter 
had been almost stationary in its figures. 

“From these facts,” proceeded Mr. 
Justice Hanna, “ we cannot draw any in- 
ference adverse to the country. But when 
we come to the crime of the concealment 
of the birth of illegitimate children— 
tantamount in many cases to child murder 
—we have a notably high figure of 49 
cases in the last statistical year. 

‘*But even more striking is the number 
of cases of indecent assault and sexual 
offences both against males and females, 
which amounted in the last year to 237, 
as against 261 in the previous year. These 
two last sets of figures reveal a deplor- 
able state of affairs.” He did not propose 
to discuss the cause or cure of this severe 
lapse into immorality : | 

“How small of all that human hearts 

endure, 
That part which laws or kings can 
cause or cure.” 

But he wished to express his view that 
when the clergy, who are to a great extent 
responsible for the moral upbringing of 
the young, go into Court, and solemnly 
avow that certain forms of entertainment, 
tend to the demoralisation of their young 
parishioners, their opinion should have 
more weight than appears to have been 
given to it in some quarters. 


| DISHONESTY IN BUSINESS 


“ Offences against property, burglary 
and housebreaking, like the poor, we shall 
have with us always, and in cities and 
towns they remain, on the whole, normal 
from year to year. But dishonesty in busi- 
ness and employment had been very 
marked for some time past, and offences 
of embezzlement by employés and pubiic 
servants is on the increase, rising in two 
vears from 62 cases to 99—an increase of 
over 50 per cent.; while arson (usually 
another form of commercial fraud) has 
increased in the same period from 87 cases 
to 116—an increase of 334 per cent. The 
causes of this increased dishonesty. were 
not far to seek. They found persons who 
have been unaccustomed to the handling 
of large sums of money put in positions 
of trust and responsibility, where they find 
the temptations of extravagance, spetula- 
tion and gambling too much for them ‘o 
bear. 

“ The other important branch of crime 
related to offences against the State and 
public order. These mainly take the form 
of intimidation, with threatening notices, 
or breaches of positive laws enacted for the 
preservation of the peace. Intimidation 
with threats had increased in two years 
from 76 offences to 97, and the offences 
against public order and the State had 
increased in the same period from 54 to 
137, while offences against the Firearms 
Act had increased from 272,to 324. Lastly, 
the number of juvenile offenders between 
1932 and 1934 had nearly doubled—the 
total in 1934 being 3,200. 


THE BROAD INFERENCES 


“ What are the broad inferences to be 
drawn from these undisputed, facts?” 
asked Mr. Justice Hanna. “' It is clear 
that in the Free State the normal 
standard has been far exceeded in sexual 
offences, dishonesty in business, offences 
against public order and in juvenile 
crime. Mere casual reading of the daily 
papers may. not give you this gloomy 
picture, and sitting in your office or in 
your home your view is limited by your 
horizon. The cure lies not in new laws, 
You cannot make people moral or honest 
by Act of Parliament; neither can the 
law prevent juvenile crime. 

“The remedy lies much deeper—in the 
hands of the people themselves—and it 
cannot be achieved in a day. We need to 
look for a new Saint Patrick. There may 
be special causes, which, one hopes, are 
transient, for the increase of ‘offences 
against the State and public peace; but 
it shows a restless and disturbed spirit 
throughout the country.” 


STRANGE PROBLEMS 


A State without law and order, he went 
on, is marching to disorder, chaos and 
anarchy. If Ireland is to be prosperous 
and happy, and to have a peaceful country 
worth living in, the people of Ireland must 
pledge themselves afresh to abide by law 
and order. They could not do this by 
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necessity highly centralised, and the Slav 
retains that dread of responsibility which 
is the heritage of Asia. A network of 
check and counter-check invades the 
recesses of every-day life and devastates 
the national energy. Over-organisation 
continues to increase proportionately with 
the new efficiency, precisely because it is 
regarded as a symptom of efficiency. On 
the collective farms Mr. Byron found a 
theoretical efficiency, glib, but ignorant, 
managers, poor crops and wretched live- 
stock.

“ Give me again my hollow tree, a crust 
of bread and. liberty.’’ ‘‘ When _liberty 
ends tyranny begins,”’ said Pitt; and mu!- 
tiplication of laws does not tend to liberty, 
but would make us a naticn in chains, 
whose every link a cynic might tall pro- 
gress. Curran used the m2morable phrase: 
** Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty,” 
and this is where a judge, as an adminis. 
trator of the law, finds his duty—to be 
vigilant, to guard the gates of liberty: 
to protect the rights of the citizens within 
the law; to shield them against violence, 
force or the unauthorised acts of the 
executrve power of the State, and to secure 
that their liberty shal] not be unlawfully 
fettered, even by a single link. 


OBEDIENCE TO THE LAW 


The prosperity of a nation does not lie 
in its masses of gold, but in the happiness 
- of its people; in their freedom to live their 
lives without tyranny in any form. “This 
country would not be happy or prosperous 
by more money or more laws or by more 
or fewer politicians. It would prosper only 
when the people learn to live obedient to 
the law, in trust that what will come and 
must come will come well. 


REMEDIAL MEASURES

He had been 
informed, and thought it worthy of imvestiga- 
tion, that many young people who went to 
the Labour Exchange were told that they 
were too long out of work and that their 
eases must be referred to the Referee for con- 
sideration. Who the Referees were he did not 
know, but he had seen forms stamped with 
a rubber stamp stating that the epplicants 
were disqualified from benefits for one, two 
months because they were not 
genuinely looking for work. He did not think 
it right that officials should eb put in that 
position, but rather that somebody like the 
learned judge or one of his capacity should 
have the task of saying whether a person was 
genuinely seeking work. To disqualify a man 
wao received £1 a for two or three 
months was fining him a heavy penalty, it 
might be up £20. Whereas some person 
before the courts for a serious offence might 
anmiy be find £5. It was a serious 
thing to impose the penalties of so serious a 
tharacter on people who were unable to get. 
employment. 
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CINEMA AND DANCE HALLS} 


Professor Mary Hayden, who also resy mde4 
to the toast, said that these children had 
been born in times of unrest, war and ‘civil 
war.

Trooper Bell, when interviewed by our 
representative at a large Londonderry 
posting establishment, where he is em- 
ployed tending horses and driving a motor 
ear, said: ‘‘ Well, that beats all. Now I 
know why I have been dreaming about the 
King these last three nights. I dreamt 
last night I was shaking hands with him 
once again, as I did many times during 
the War.” 

Bell, who is married and has a family 
of two, said he would draft out a letter 
to the King at once. He said that his 
home town was Bailieborough, Countv 
Cavan, where his father and mother stil] 
lived. On the outbreak of the War he 
joined up, and went with the first British 
expeditionary force to France, being 
attached to the South Irish Horse. He 
was chosen as an orderly to the Prince of 
Wales—as the King was then—and he 
gave such satisfaction to the Prince that 
the Prince selected him to be his own 
groom. For the remainder of the War 
period of almost three years he looked 
after the Prince of Wales’s horse, a quiet, 
black mare, which an officer of the 9th 
Lancers had lent to the Prince. He was 
constantly with the Prince, to whose great 
eourage he paid a high tribute. Bell said 
that when he had come on leave he stayed 
at Buckingham Palace while waiting for 
his train from Euston to Holyhead. When 
the King, as Prince of Wales, visited 
Belfast to open the Northern Parliament 
Buildings he was among the ex-Service 
men on parade, and he had a chat with 
him.

RED CROSS ’PLANE BOMBED 
DESSIE, Tuesday. 


A Fokker aeroplane presented by the 
Emperor to the Red Cross, and which was 
usually piloted by the Swedish Baron von 
Rosen, was this morning destroyed by 
bombs and machine-gun from the air at 
Quoram. The machine was clearly marked 
with the red crosses on both wings. The 
bomber, it is alleged, swooped down to 
within 600 feet of the ground and machine- 
gunned thé aeroplane, besides dropping | 
bombs on it.

for Air), introducing the Air estimates, 

for a net total of £39,000,000, said that 
they were by far the largest which Parlia- 
ment had been asked to vote to the Air 
Ministry since the war. The inexorable 
logic of events had left the Government no 
option in the matter. ‘They were obliged to 
set in hand last year an urgent programme 
for the extensive development of the Royal 
Air Force. The foreign policy of the Govern- 
ment was firmly based upon the system of 
collective defence against aggression. 

The completion of the programme announced 
last May was designed to give the Royal Air 
Force a strength in the United Kingdom of 
123 squadrons, with some 1,500 first-line arr- 
craft. This exchoded:all aircraft in training, 
as well as aircraft in reserve, which lar ely 
outnumbered the first-line figure. ‘he 
squadroris would ultimately. be ancreased to 
129. with a-first dine ctrength of about 1,750. 
The actual defensive and offensive power of 
the home defetice force wonld, however, have 
been augmented far in excess of this numerical 
increase. In addition, a further 12 squadrons 
were to be formed by 1939 for duties over- 
seas, making a total of 37 squadrons outside 
these islands. All these figures excluded the 
Fleet air arm; which was to be increased by 
27 first line machines in 1936, and on a muc 
larger scale in 1937 an1.1938. 

In order to cope with possible war demands 
plans were being laid for large units of etvil 
industry to turn over to air frames and 
engines, parts and equipment. When this 
was done those firms would form a valuable 
part of a war potential which would be ready 
at all times for instant service, 

As to the adequacy of the expansion 
programme, he could ouly say that, judged by 
information. they possessed, it was sufficient. 
as things now stood and could be foreseen. 

In regard to personnel, the original require- 
ments in 1935-36 amounted to 2.500 pilots and 
20,000 other personnel. The extensions had 
increased that total to 25,000. A correspond- 
ing increase in reserves was necessary, and 
they would shortly be inviting applications 
for about 800 fresh reserve pilots, direct from 
civil life. He hoped that employers would 
assist them in getting the men they required. 


NEW TYPES OF CRAFT 

Speaking of the new types of aircraft, he 
said that,they had flying a new single-seater 
fighter. which had achieved a speed of well 
over 300 miles per hour. Another which had 
first beeun its fiving trial was confidently 
expected ‘to give them the same speed. The 
former would he the fastest aircraft. of this 
catecory in service in the world, As to medium 
hombers there were two or three types—abont 
to pass into large-sca'e production. One of 
them wes a development of the machine pre- 
seoted to the Royal Air Foree by Lord 
Rothermere. He wes unable to give the 
House exact figures of their requirements, 
but the, expectea to take delivery over the 
next three years of a substantially larger 
number of machines than during the whole

Concloding, he said that it might very well 
be asked whether there was any alternative 
to arapidly-accelerating race in air armaments.

But Germany knows the 
weakness of her arguments, and realises 
that she has caused a breach: in the exist- 
ing system for the organisation of peace. 
Accordingly she offers a new scheme, sup- 
posedly for a still better organisation of 
peace. Might it not be better, therefore, 
to forget about her formal infringement 
of treaties, and consider her plan! Not 
at all, said M. Litvinoff.

Germany offers Franee and Béighim a 
pact of non-aggression for twenty-five years 
to be guaranteed by Britain and Ttaly, 
“The Locarno Treaty, which she has just 
torn up, represents just such a pact of non- 
aggression with the same guarantees, and 
not for twenty-five years, but for an in- 
definite period. The only difference was 
that the Locarno Treaty included supple- 
mentary guarantees for France and 
Belgium in the shape of a de-militarised 
zone in the Rhinelend.’’ Thus the alleged 
new proposal] amounts to the same thing as 
the Locarno Treaty, with its period of 
validity lessened, and the guarantees for 
Belgium and France diminished. 

“ Mr. Hitler’s proposal amounts to this, 
that, while depriving Belgium and France 
of certain guarantees with which they were 
provided by that treaty, he wants to retain 
for Germany all the benefits of that treaty 
in their totality.”’ 


“BITTER NOTE 


Then the Russian representative’s voice 
became bitter as he pleaded the case of 
his own country in particular. ‘“* Mistare 
Hitler's. love of peace ” ran through his 
speech like a Icit-motif. ‘“ There is no 
clause in his new pact, or in any of his 
other pacts of non-aggression, to prevent 
Germany from making war on a third 
State. If she attacks a third State, the 
nations with which she has made ‘pacts of 
non-aggression will be immobilised. 

“We are faced with a new attempt to 
divide Europe into two or more parts, 
with the object of guaranteeing non- 
aggression for one part of Europe in order 
to acquire a free hand for dealing with 
other parts.’’ 

He dealt with Germany’s offer to return 
to the League. We shall welcome her 
return, he said, when ““she has recoghised 
those fundamental principles on which the

PLEA WHICH INFLUENCED 
HITLER 
From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

BERLIN, Tuesday. 


The German decision to send a delega- 
tion to London came this afternoon at 
the end of a period of hectic diplomatic 
activity. One prominent figure, on whom 
the decision very largely depended, is the 
British Ambassador in Berlin, Sir Eric 
Phipps. In his visit on Sunday night to 
the Chancellery he made an impassioned 
plea to Hitler about the usefulness of the 
Germans being represented in London. He 
so impressed Herr Hitler that it is gener- 
ally believed his attitude, after the inter- 
view, was more favourable than i$ had 
been before. 

There was a period of anxious waiting 
in Berlin before Herr von Hoesch, the 
German Ambassador in London, had been 
handed the British reply and had trans- 
mitted it to Berlin. 

Although there is a distinct improvement 
in the atmosphere, the fundamental ques- 
tion remains unaltered. The French still 
are determined to obtain satisfaction 
before they will negotiate on the German 
proposals. The Germans have not made 
any gesture of giving this satisfaction, 
but are actually sending their delegates 
prepared for a discussion. 


FRENCH CONDITIONS 


It was learned on good authority, says 
Reuter, that the basis on which the French 
are prepared to enter upon these negotia- 
tions comprises three conditions :— | 

' - (1) The reference to the: Permanent 

Court of International Justice of the 
Franco-Soviet Pact for a judgment. by 
which both parties would agree to 

‘abide with all its, consequences. 

(2) The application of the provi- 
sions of the conservatory agréeement— 
namely, League Commissions on the 
spot to prevent frontier incidents dur- 
ing the negotiations ; and 

(3) The guarantee by Great Britain 
of the Belgian and French frontiers 
on the basis of the 1919 Treaty of 
Guarantee.

The former, if inclined to hold on too long, 
occasionally sorely puzzled Defago, and placed 
his crosses accurately, while he had one 
marvellous run, covering more than half the 
length of the field, which nearly brought us 
a goal. There was no one who worked harder 
than Ellis, and even if his ball-control was 
not of Kelly’s standard, his centring was 
quicker, and his whole vame full of life. A 
little more pace at inside-forward would 
transform this into a really good Irish team. 

The Swiss had many of the characteristics 
of our own side. The defence was capital, 
Schlegel giving as fine a display in goal as 
I have ever seen. [le was always on the 
watch for Dunne’s headers at close quarters, 
and his manner of getting out to punch away 
from corners quite confounded the Irish for- 
wards. The two hefty backs, Weiler and 
Minelli, were adept at covering each other 
and intercepting passes, while Jaccard was 
a reliable centre-half. Defago supported his 
wing-man well, but neither Diebold nor Aebi 
were up to international class, and here lay a 
radical weakness in Switzerland’s play, Like 
most Continental wings. they could. sprint 
like champions, but neither had much ball- 
control, and thev seldom placed their centres: 
to any advantage. This ruined the attack, 
for individually the inside men were 
dangerous, especially Spagnoli. but thev were 
always mastered by Turner and the backs.

EXCITING PLAY 


There must have been almost a _ record 
crowd present when Switzerland went into 
attack, and gave the Irish defence an anxious 
five minutes, Spagnoli once testing Har- 
rington with a hard ground shot.

Schlegel 
bringing off a splendid save from Horlacher, 
who a few minutes later forced the goal- 
keeper to tip a high shot over.

WAR GRAVES STILL 
VISITED

A large number oí relatives oí men who 
died in the Great War still visit their graves 
in France, in spite of the fact that nearly, 
eighteen years have elapsed since the “ Cease 
Fire ” sounded. 

The Salvation Army, for instance, resume 
their conducted parties this year, commenc- 
ing at Easter. Brigadier Edith Wotton, the 
officer in charge of this work, notes that the 
composition of the parties has changed in the 
last few years. While many elderly people 
still go the number is diminishing, and a 
greater number of young people have taken 
their place. One woman, whose husband was 
killed in 1917, took out a small endowment 
policy. for her infant, who had never seen bis 
father, in order that the money might accumus 
late for her son to ‘visit the cemetery. If 
took her eighteen years, but the policy 
matured in 1935, and it was a proud son who 
saw his father’s grave in Flanders. 

The scope of these tours has been env 
larged this year. Arrangements are being 
made for parties of young people who 
were not born when the war ended to 
visit the battle areas, and see first hand the 
effects of war. Already many applications 
have been made for inclusion in the first . 
group, for which advantageous terms. have 
been obtained from the railway companies. 

An experienced Salvation Army officer 
accompanies all the parties, and no passports 
are needed. In this connection there has been 
maintained for sixteen years a hostel at Arras, 
with resident officers who have a complete 
knowledge of the war district.
